TWELVE KILLED IN P. & R. WRECK- 


CAUSED BY SIGNALMAN'S ERROR 


Fast Train Sent Down an Embankment by Diverting it to the 


Wrong Track—Injured Number 72, Some of Them 
Seriously Hurt—Man at Fault Admits it and Disappears.

Eleven persons were killed and 
72 


injured when the "Midnight Flyer" 
on the Philadelphia & Reading Rail- 
road left the rails, through the mis- 
take of a signalman, and 
plunged 


down a 30-foot embankment, 
near 


here early today, according to 
a 


complete casualty list issued by the 
state police at 10:30 o'clock. 


These

Lieut. John D. Sickler, who said that 
the state police were then convinced 
that all the bodies

o'clock a group of twenty brickyard 
negroes were gathered under a shed 
on Terry Brothers' brickyard at East 
Kingston enjoying themselves 
They 


felt happy because they had just re- 
ceived their week's wages. 


Suddenly two strange negroes en- 


tered the shed quietly and as the 
others turned to see who entered 
they K.I zed into the mouths of two 
revolver1? held in the strange negroes' 
hands, and husky voices urged them 
to be quick about it and throw up 
their hands. 


The twenty, seeing no means of 


escaping, did as commanded, and 
while one of the two bandits held 
them under his gun the other went 
through their pockets. 


After collecting all the available 


cash the two 
bandits turned 
and 


backed out of the sheds, warning the 
twenty to stand 
where they 
were 


until five minutes had elapsed. 


One negro, however, remembering 


that there was a gun hanging in the 
shed, as soon as the two bandits had 
hacked out of sight ran for the gun 
and then running to a window began 
to pump lead in the direction of the 
fleeing bandits. 
One of the shots 


caught one of the bandits in the leg, 
just below the thigb passing clean 
through.

him and told him to take the wound- 
ed man to the hospital. 


At the hospital thf wounded man 


gave his name as William Coon.

was found that the bullet had caused 
a bad fracture and that he will be 
laid up for several months. 


Sunday Judpe Worthy, the negro 


who shot the bandit, called at police 
headquarters and told Sergeant Phin- 
ney about the affair ano: what had led 
up to the shooting. He was told to 
appear at the city hall today to swear 
out an information and warrant for 
the arrest of the wounded negro. 


The wounded bandit when ques- 


tioned by Sergeant fhlnney denied 
that he and another had held up 
Worth}' and nineteen other negroes. 
but he was positively identified by 
"Worthy and several other victims. 


A search is being made for the 


bandit who escaped, but up to this 
noon he had not been caught.

Charles E- Hughes, then governor of 
the state, in seeking men

consulted President iloosevelt and 
asked him to recommend someone 
who would measure fully to the high1 
standard he indicated.

President Roosevelt informed Gov- 


ernor Hughes there was one such 
man 
in Washington, that he came 


from Ulster county and was named 
Martin S. Decker. 
Furthermore, he 


was a Democrat, and the president 
understood that most ot the Demo- 
crats who were looking for appoint- 
ment on the commission, which it 
was understood would be non-par- 
tisan, did not come up to the govern- 
or's specifications. He explained that 
Mr. Decker was an authority on rates 
and was one of the most valuable 
m«n in the employ of the govern- 
ment, and while the 
government 


needed such men, it was quite evident 
that the state of New Tork also 
needed them. 


Governor Hughes took the advice 


of President Roosevelt and appointed 
Mr. Decker a member ot the public 
service commission, Second District, 
and he continued to serve for eight 
years. In 1913 and 1914 he was 
chairman ot the up-state commission. 
Since his retirement from official life 
he had acted as counsel for many big 
corporations and frequently appeared 
before the commission representing 
up-state gas companies.
